A) the prior art, for example: 

(1) either Sibley, Jr. (4,677,552) or Shavit et al (4,799,156) or Wagner 
(4,903,201 or 4,980,826) or Silverman et al (5,077,665 or 5,136,501) or 
Wiseman (5,168,446) discloses in the environment of matching systems a 
plurality of user terminals connected to a matching computer via a network. 
When a match has been identified, then the parties are permitted to negotiate the 
terms of a trade by entering negotiable and non-negotiable values over the 
network of user computers and the matching computer. 

(2) Fairlamb, at lines 21-32, discloses that the conditions of a trade are 
displayed in a computerized trading system. 

(3) the AsiaPulse News article, at lines 68-69, discloses that a 
procurement bid contains conditions/instructions. 

B) however in regard to claims 12 & 29, the prior art does not teach or suggest 
that with in a computerized trading system that includes a plurality of user computers 
and a matching computer connected via a network the display of an user computer 



including: 



(1) a first display region for displaying user entered/specified non- 
negotiable aspects of an procurement bid/offer; 
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(2) a second display region for displaying user entered/specified 
negotiable aspects of the same procurement bid/offer; 

(3) a third display region for displaying identified potential matches 
between the user entered/specified non-negotiable aspects of an procurement 
bid/offer for a first user/party and the user entered/specified non-negotiable 
aspects of an procurement bid/offer for a second user/party; and 

(4) a fourth display region for displaying negotiations between the 
users/parties of an identified potential match between the user entered/specified 
non-negotiable aspects of an procurement bid/offer for the first and second users 
in order to negotiate the user entered/specified negotiable aspects of an 
procurement bid/offer for the first and second users. 



Claims 13-28 & 30-36 are allowable for the same reason.
